Dear Mr. Hoover: 


Т am in possession of your letter dated March 3, 1942, 
concerning my present status as а Reserve Officer in the United 
States Army. After thorough consideration of this matter, I do 
not feel that Т can resign my commission in the United States Army 
Reserve at this time. 


This has been а painful decision for me to make and does 
not in any way indicate that I underestimate the vital importance of 
the work being done by this Bureau. On the contrary, I feel that no 
Work is more important to the war effort than that being done by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation at this time. 


I am unmarried, have no dependents, and T am of "field 
age" as far as the Army is concerned. Now that war has been declared, 
i do not feel that T can resign my commission in order to remain 
here at the Bureau in what is admittedly an enviable position. In 
my opinion, the fact that our work is vitally important, and the fact 
that the Secretary of War recognizes its importance, does not alter 
the fact that the resignation of а commission in the Army at this
